THE FEDGE LIEN BILL 
In the Hast few years many persons have proposed laws 
in North Dakota which they honestly believed would remedy 
an unsatisfactory condition or relieve some class of persons 
from a burden. 
Some of these laws have been enacted. 
It 
was found that it was easy to injure an individual by a 
foolish piece of legislation — ea.sy to destroy his personal 
credit, easy to destroy the credit of the state. 
'Today we have before us the Fedge fann labor bill. 
It 
received little consideration in the legislature last winter, 
even from the faction to which Representative Eedge ad­ 
hered. 
It was .so palpably visionary that even the most 
“progressive” declines to have anything to do with it. 
The P’edge bill is predicated on an assumption that who­ 
ever loans motley to a farmer is going to lose. 
Having 
accepted this idea, he and others propose that the person 
who has loaned the money shall be cheated out of it. 
His 
measure, which'will go on the ballot in March, provides that 
any member of a farmer’s fam ily over 16 years of age may 
file a labor lien, which shall have priority over most other 
liens or obligations.. 
Borrowing has been fairly easy within the last few years. 
But bankers or other jieople who loan money will not be tak­ 
ing chances on grain crops in the next few years. 
Loans 
will be made with a reasonable certainty of having them 
repaid. 
Since the borrower presumably expects to repay a 
loan when made, it is only reasonable that the man W'ho loans 
money shall make provision for its payment. 
What will be the position of a farmer with a w ife and| 
five or six girls over 16 years of age? 
A banker may loan 
him money to put in his crop, to build up his farm, to suc­ 
ceed. 
But there will be the potentiality that labor liens 
m ig’-‘ ' e filed in behalf of five or six persons which would'

. ^ In the Mast few years many persons have proposed laws 


in North Dakota which they honestly believed would remedy 
;ari'unsatisfactory condition or relieve some class of persons 
from a burden. Some of these laws have been enacted. It 
was found that it was easy'to injure an individual by a 
foolish piece of legislation — easy to destroy his personal 


^credit, easyjo destroy_the crediiLpf the_itate.i.i. I__L_.V'I^. ^ 


Today we have before us the Fedge farm labpr bill. It 


received little consideration in the legislature last winter, 
even from the faction to which Representative Fedge ad- 
hered. 
It was so palpably visionary that even the most 


"progressive" declines to have anything to do with it. 


Tjhe Fedge bill is predicated'on an assumption that who- 


ever loans money to a fanner is going to lose. 
Having 


accepted this idea, he and others propose that the person 
who has loaned the money shall be cheated-out of it. 
His 


measure, which *will go on the ballot hi March, provides that 
any member of a farmer's family over 16 years of age may 
file a labor Hen, which shall have priority over most other 
liens or obligations.! 


Borrowing has been fairly easy within the last few years. 


But bankers or other people who loan money will not be tak- 
ing chances on grain crops in the next few years. Loans 
will be made with a reasonable certainty of having them 
repaid. Since the borrower presumably expects to repay a 
loan when made, it is only reasonable that the man who loans 
money shall make provision for its payment.
